PROGRAM NOTES 


Eric Ewazen 

Ewazen was born in 1954 in Cleveland, OH. He received a B.M. At the Eastman School of 
Music, and an M.M. and a D.M.A. from The Juilliard School. He is a recipient of 
numerous composition awards and prizes. His works have been commissioned and 
performed by many soloists, chamber ensembles and orchestras in the U.S. and overseas. 
Ewazen has been lecturer for the New York Philharmonic’s Musical Encounters Series, vice 
president of the League of Composers - International Society of Contemporary Music 
and composer-in-residence with the Orchestra of St. Luke’s in New York City. He has been 
a faculty member at Juilliard since 1980. 








A Trumpeter's Lullaby 

‘A Trumpeter’s Lullaby” is a short composition for solo trumpet and orchestra, written by 
American composer Leroy Anderson in 1949. It was composed at the request of Roger 
Voisin, who was principal trumpeter of the Boston Pops Orchestra at the time. In an 
interview with the composer, Anderson stated: “Suddenly Roger Voisin asked me why I 
didn’t write a trumpet solo for him to play with the orchestra that would be different from 
traditional trumpet solos which are all loud, martial or triumphant. After thinking it over, it 
occurred to me that I had never heard a lullaby for trumpet so I set out to write one—with a 
quiet melody based on bugle notes played by the trumpet and with the rest of the orchestra 
playing a lullaby background.” 

Arutiunian Trumpet Concerto 

Arutiunian’s trumpet concerto was his sixth major composition, written in 1950. Arutiunian 
originally intended to write it in 1943 for a student of Tabakov, Zsolak Vartasarian, who was 
the principal trumpet in the Armenian Philharmonic Orchestra. However, Vartasarian died 
in the war and the concerto was not completed until 1950. 

Not "King" Cole 

Nathanial Adams Coles was an American musician who first came to prominence as a 
leading jazz pianist. Although an accomplished pianist, he owes most of his popular musical 
fame to his soft baritone voice, which he used to perform in big band and jazz genres. He 
was one of the first African Americans to host a television variety show and has maintained 
worldwide popularity since his death. He is widely considered one of the most important 
musical personalities in United States history. 


BIOGRAPHY 

Ellis is a senior music performance major at Salisbury University. In his four years as a 
student of the Fulton School Department of Music, he has grown to be a more intuitive and 
experienced performer.
